Altiiungh 
tbrsa or foar phya|olivia bare b.-en in atr 
tMldaaoo apon tba Camily aiaoe 8oii<lair 1h.c, 
tliey iss m ed to bava oarefnlly avoided m ik- 
iag any report of it, and it waa not a-itU the 
coroner waa oalled apon to bold.aa iaquaet 
over the bodiai, tbat it waa laaru d that 
auyt'iing aaomal had ooourrad. 

Tua flrat rioliai waa Juaeph Maori, twalva 
years of ago, who died at the radd'taoe of hi. 
aant, a Mm West, at 1 M Monro, airaetw 'The 
boy went to bia aunt's last Tnnraday, and It 
ratbar poariea tba doetors that he should 
ba taken suddeidy ill there on Tui-sUy uf 
tbia week, and die Wednesday morulng, while 
tharaatotthe faoaily at III Butler street 
WMa all la thair usual good health up to Bun- 
day av<nling, when, with tba exception of 
Mra, Mauri, tbey all became very ill. Mr. 
Mauri is a draagist, and haa a store at 44<J 
Hicks street Whin he and the children t>e- 
cama ill, be appeared inclinMl to think that 
tbey had been poisoned in aome way, and he 
immediately sunnnoned Dr. Kaub, bis famiiy 
physician, and ev.rytbing was done to alle- 
viate their sulTeriugs. They we e all vomit 
ing and retcbiuiCi and tbey t>e uiae thor- 
oughly exhausted. 

The second victim was EujHno, tha lial)/. 
who was twenty months oM, and the tun'l 
wa. Jotinny, aged six year.. To-day Mr. 
Mauri, who is ali >nt forty years of age, was 
rolling about iu his bed unconscious, and 
Memed to be in a dying condition. Four '>f 
the children were equally as bad. Dr. I'aub 
said he thought tbe>' had tieen [>oisuued but 
so far as he could learn they had not ett(.<n 
anything which might have cauW. their 
illuess. They ate chicken on Suuday and 
some New Year's cake, and Mra Mauri Mi i 
she had eaten more than the rest l>r. B irt- 
ley. Dr. Oriffiths, Dr. Moore aii</ Dr., Parsons 
were called upon, and they s ui tue' symp- 
toms were like tboia of po'toj 

Whan Mr. Mauri flrat learned of his son's 
illnasB at Mra Wssfa ba want up there, and 
thso haratortiad home siok himself. Tu« 
doatoiahaea made oarafal asaninationa of 
tbe patients and npoo the bodies of some are 
large water blistera Tbey have bad bum* 
Ing sensationa in the stomach like persons 
suffering from arsenical poison, and before 
John and Eugene died they had bemorrha^iM 
of tbe noea All tbe doctors seemed to ne 
puzzlMl over the case. When they told Mr^. 
Mauri that they were going to mak« a (mst- 
mortein examination to ascHrtain the chiis - 
of death, .he said she was ({uite willin<; mid 
anxious to have it done. Tbu coiouer vvi,! 
make every clfurt to solve the mystery. 
Some of the doctor, think *t m&y tw some 
pe.tileutial disease which has brokeu out.
